From its study of the Rockefeller plan of “em: | 
ployes’ representation” as applied in the coal mines 
of the Colorado Fuel and Iron Co., the Russell Sage 
Foundation concludes that it has been only a partial 
success. 

Certain positive gains, such as more wholesome} 
working and living conditions among the miners and | 
their families, are to be noted. But the reasons why | 
the plan has not worked out better are not far to| 
seek. Where the miners’ representatives have no | 
real powers beyond presenting and discussing griev- | 
ances: where company officials alone pass judgment 
on the merits of the men’s grievances brought to 
their attention; where trade unionism is treated from 
above with disfavor and union meetings are prohib- 
ited in buildings in the company camps and where 
the company, while refusing to have dealings with 
the miners’ union, pursued the policy of accepting | 
the wage of competitors fixed by unionized compa- | 
nies in negotiation with the United Mine Workers 
it was inevitable that the Rockefeller plan should | 
not command the confidence of the miners.
